The new plant has a capac- 
ity of ten tons of ice per day 
and will have a ten ton cold 
storage capacity, work already 
having been started on the 
cold storage plant. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Leon K. Pulliam, the 
owner, the plant will be in full 


operation at all times in thej 


future. 

The opening of the Ice plant 
and the cold storage plant will 
mean much to the people of 
Elba and this section of the 
county, and we predict that 
the plant will have the undi- 
vided support of the people of 
the town. Mr. Pulliam has 
moved to Elba to make this his 
home, his plant has been in- 
stalled by Elba labor and all 
materials that could be bought 
here have gone in making 
this a home industry. 

Mr. Pulliam has an adv in 
today’s paper about the open- 
ing of his plant, and the price 
of ice will be 50 cents per hun- 
dred pounds at the plant. At 
this small cost everyone can 
afford the use of ice. Mr. Pul-! 
liam yesterday brought sev eral] 
blocks of ice to town and left 
them out for inspection, and it 
was The Clippers good for- 
tune to have one left in front 
of the office. These blocks 
are the first to be taken from 
the vats, and on.acocunt of de- 
lays in the operations they are 
not as firm all the way through 
as they will be after the 
plant is running good, still 
they measure up to the stand- 
aed of quality that Elba people 

have been using, and are made 
from‘pure water out of a deep 
well at the plant. 

It is good news to Elba peo- 
ple to know that Mr. Pulliam 
now has his plant in operation, 
and every one wishes him a full 
measure of success.
